for  the  Year  1965 


To  the  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C., 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  eleventh  Annual  Report. 

We  are  privileged  to  mention  the  appointment  by  the  Authority, 
of  its  first  Lady  Chairman,  since  its  inception  in  1875 — Councillor 
Mrs.  Stevenson,  J.P.  Her  deep  interest  in  community  affairs  is  well 
known  to  the  Citizens  of  this  town  and  to  her  fellow  Councillors. 

During  the  year,  the  problems  associated  with  growing  old 
and  the  elderly,  were  very  much  to  the  fore.  So  few  people  really 
plan  for  their  retirement,  that  it  seems  to  catch  them  unawares  and 
unprepared.  No  fore-thought  is  given  to  problems  that  appear  so 
obvious  to  others,  able  to  see  them  from  a  distance.  The  maintenance 
of  contacts  within  the  Community,  friends,  a  part-time  job,  helping 
the  local  church,  serving  on  voluntary  associations  and  other  bodies, 
keeping  active  mentally  and  physically.  There  is  plenty  to  do — it 
only  needs  the  initial  start  to  go  out  and  offer  ones  service  and 
assistance. 

Too  many  members  of  our  society  seem  to  live  in  one  room 
in  a  house,  forsaking  all  others.  A  visit  to  the  shop  at  the  corner  and 
back  again.  Little  contact  with  the  community.  A  refusal  to  accept 
help  when  it  is  offered  in  the  form  of  Meals  on  Wheels  (run  by  the 
W.V.S.)  or  advice  on  pensions  or  extra  allowances  obtainable,  whether 
given  by  the  Health  Visitor,  Countv  Welfare  Officer,  Public  Health 
Inspector  or  anyone  else, 
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It  is  gratifying,  therefore,  to  he  able  to  report  the  opening  by 
the  Chairman  Councillor  Mrs.  E.  L.  Stevenson,  J.P.,  of  the  New 
Social  Welfare  Centre  in  the  Library  Grounds,  which  provides  a 
Centre  lor  the  Elderly  where  they  can  also  meet  friends,  have  a  cup 
ot  tea,  play  bingo,  have  a  concert  or  a  film  show.  In  addition,  there 
are  kitchen  facilities  provided  for  the  W.V.S. ;  to  prepare  the  meals 
which  their  organization  delivers  to  old  people  in  their  own  homes 
at  the  modest  cost  of  1/-  per  lunch.  The  Balance  of  the  cost  is  met 
jointly  by  this  Council  and  the  Derbyshire  County  Council.  The 
number  of  meals  has  risen  each  year  and  is  still  rising.  It  is  also 
hoped  to  commence  a  Luncheon  Club — which  would  provide  mid¬ 
day  meals  at  nominal  cost  to  the  Elderly  Citizens  attending  the  Old 
People’s  Club.  A  great  boon,  since  the  activity  needed  in  getting  there, 
the  excitement  of  meeting  others  and  a  proper  meal  to  add  to  the 
proceedings,  should  make  it  a  day  to  remember,  particularly  if  the 
recipient  wins  at  Bingo  in  the  afternoon. 

At  the  rear  of  the  Old  People’s  Club  and  the  W.V.S.  Kitchen 
is  a  building  about  which  few  people  know,  it  represents  the  endeavours 
of  the  Voluntary  organisations  of  the  Town — Rotary,  Inner  Wheel, 
Soroptimist  and  many  others — to  start  a  verv  worthwhile  project 
for  the  Elderly.  This  will  be  stillborn  without  the  help  of  all  the 
Citizens  in  Long  Eaton.  It  is  true  that  the  Industrialists  of  the  town 
could,  if  they  were  aware  of  it,  give  a  quota  of  work — small  to  them — 
to  this  worthwhile  effort.  I  refer  of  course  to  the  Workshop  for  the 
Elderly — run  by  a  Committee  of  the  Voluntary  Associations  mentioned 
above  under  the  Chairmanship  of  President  Hedley  Morton.  Valuable 
and  devoted  service  has  been  given  by  Rotarians  Bill  Wilcox  and 
Frank  Perks.  Two  veritable  Crusaders  on  behalf  of  the  Old  People. 
Their  efforts  and  those  of  the  Committee  will  come  to  nought  unless 
more  work  is  given  to  the  Workshop  for  the  Elderlv.  Anyone  having 
a  job  to  be  done,  which  they  think  could  be  undertaken  by  those  not 
so  young  in  years — but  young  in  spirit,  should  contact  Mrs.  Wood 
the  Supervisor,  Telephone  Long  Eaton  4207,  at  once. 

There  are,  I  know,  numerous  people  in  the  town  who  would 
be  pleased  to  help  this  venture.  It  does  not  need  me  to  stress  the 
fellowship,  the  activity,  the  feeling  of  being  wanted,  of  doing  some¬ 
thing  useful,  the  comradeship.  Interested  Elderly  People  need  only 
ask  for  a  form  at  the  offices  of  the  Long  Eaton  Council,  or  write  to 
me  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  1,  Cranmer  Street,  Long  Eaton. 

My  thanks  go  to  Mr.  Bishop,  the  Senior  Welfare  Officer  and 
all  general  practitioners  in  the  town,  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of 
the  elderly,  particularly  those  in  need  of  urgent  medical  treatment  and 
care.  Also  to  Mr.  Evans,  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer  and  Miss 
Denton  of  the  Bed  Bureau  at  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary  (since 
retired  and  gone  to  Vancouver)  and  to  Dr.  Finnigan,  M.R.C.P., 
Consultant  Physician  and  Geriatrician,  for  their  valuable  assistance. 

During  the  year  24  Council  Dwellings  were  erected  compared 
with  41  the  previous  year.  Over  the  same  period,  Private  Enterprise 
erected  181  compared  with  209  the  year  before.  It  should  be  noted 
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that  the  Council  Accommodation  now  provided  is  very  different  to 
that  of  the  recent  past.  Central  heating  of  the  warm  air  type  is  pro¬ 
vided  at  Kirkwhite  House  and  Bonsall  Court.  The  amenities  of  such 
accommodation  is  a  far  cry  irom  dwellings  erected  prior  to  1939. 
In  addition,  private  housing  had  the  opportunity  of  providing  ameni¬ 
ties  such  as  Hot  Water  Supply;  Inside  W.C. ;  Bathroom,  Kitchen  and 
Food  Storage  facilities,  by  Improvement  Grants  which  are  available 
from  this  Council. 

Here  is  something  of  advantage  to  tenant  and  Landlord,  and 
during  the  vear  the  Council  declared  Trafalgar  Terrace,  Trafagar 
Square  and  New  Tythe  Street,  Improvement  Areas. 

The  Council  owns  2,249  houses,  including  six  Group  Schemes 
for  the  Elderly.  One  being  situated  at  Chantry  Close,  under  the  able 
wardenship  of  Mrs.  R.  Frith.  W  ith  this  scheme  there  is  also  a  Common 
Room  and  Community  facilities  are  available  for  the  residents.  The 
other  Group  Schemes  are  situated  on  the  Draycott  Road,  Southfield 
and  Petersham  Estates;  Miss  A.  E.  Martin,  Mrs.  E.  Fletcher,  Miss 
M.  Turner,  Miss  E.  Glazebrook,  Mrs.  M.  Cox  and  Mrs.  P.  Crosby 
undertake  the  work  of  wardens.  There  are  no  community  facilities 
or  room  available  with  these  schemes  and  the  Old  People  in  the 
vicinity  of  Sawley  are  expected  to  use  the  amenities  available  at  the 
Community  Hall.  In  addition,  bungalows  have  been  erected  in  groups 
on  other  estates. 

My  grateful  thanks  go  to  all  the  Council’s  wardens,  in  the  way 
they  carry  out  their  work  with  the  elderly  throughout  the  year.  It 
is  certainly  a  labour  of  love,  as  the  post  is  only  rated  as  a  part-time 
appointment  and  paid  accordingly. 

The  Council  continues  to  erect  bungalows,  but  even  then, 
the  time  an  Old  Age  Pensioner  can  expect  to  wait  is  five  years. 

The  Health  Committee  after  considering  a  report  on  Emergency 
Flashing  Distress  Signs  for  old  people,  instructed  the  Surveyor  and 
Engineer,  Mr.  F.  Turner,  to  design  two  models  for  use  in  Long  Eaton. 
One  for  installing  in  Council  Bungalows  and  one  a  temporary  and 
portable  unit  for  use  in  Private  Houses.  These  Emergency  Flashing 
Distress  Signs  are  available  to  the  Elderly  of  the  Town,  on  a  recom¬ 
mendation  from  their  family  doctor,  for  those  who  may  require 
assistance  in  an  emergency.  The  amber  light  is  placed  in  the  front 
window  ot  the  dwelling  concerned  and  is  triggered  off  by  a  switch, 
which  can  be  placed  anywhere  at  the  convenience  of  the  old  person, 
(Bedroom,  Kitchen,  etc.).  W  hen  the  switch  is  activated  the  amber 
light  will  Mash  intermittently  until  help  is  called  by  neighbours  or 
passing  pedestrians  or  motorists.  A  number  of  these  Flashing  Distress 
Signs  have  already  been  installed  by  the  Surveyor  and  Engineer’s 
Department  over  the  town  in  Council  and  Private  premises. 

The  Health  of  the  town,  as  shown  by  Medical  Statistics, 
remained  at  a  high  level;  the  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious 
Diseases  being  521.  The  Birth  Rate  was  18.37  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
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lation  and  the  Death  Rate  was  12.62  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
1  here  was  one  Maternal  Death  and  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  was 
18.58  per  1,000  live  births. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  town  for  18  years 
and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  this  condition  for  22  years. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  apace  throughout  the  year, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Oral  Vaccine  is  now  accepted 
throughout  the  town,  by  all  general  practitioners  and  the  members 
of  the  public. 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  Programme  in  Senior  Schools,  has 
continued  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  head-teachers  and  staff, 
and  below  are  given  the  acceptance  rate  for  the  various  schools,  along 
with  the  comparable  figures  for  1964.

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  head-teachers  and  their  staffs  in  the 
town.  Also  Health  Visitors,  Miss  P.  W.  Leek,  Mrs.  VI.  Lewis,  Miss 
R.  Coleman,  Mrs.  T.  Warhurst  and  Mrs.  Collins,  and  my  secretary 
Mrs.  J.  Cooper,  for  their  great  assistance  in  all  Health  matters. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  dental 
practitioners  in  Long  Eaton,  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and 
assistance  in  operating  the  arrangements  for  Emergency  Dental 
Treatment  of  school  children. 

The  good  work  carried  out  at  the  Long  Eaton  Chest  Clinic 
continues  under  the  leadership  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician, 
Dr.  H.  Morrow-Brown  with  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

Dr.  Morris,  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  his  colleagues  from 
the  Kingsway  Hospital  man  the  Psychiatric  Clinic,  which  is  held  in 
the  Old  Hall  Ground.  Both  these  valuable  Hospital  Out-patient 
Services  will  be  available  in  the  New  Civic  Centre— plans  of  which 
have  already  been  designed  and  approved. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  residents 
concerning  an  odour  nuisance  arising  in  connection  with  the  Sludge 
Drying  activities  at  the  Council  Sewage  Works.  These  were  investi¬ 
gated  and  a  Pilot  Dewatering  Sludge  Plant  installed  by  the  Council’s 
Consultant  Engineers. 

As  a  result,  a  Mechanical  Dewatering  Plant  was  ordered  at  a 
cost  of  £80,000 — which  it  is  hoped  will  be  installed  before  the  Summer 
of  1966'. 

A  Elood  Relief  Scheme  was  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Con¬ 
sultant  Engineers,  in  connection  with  the  New  Sawley  Brook  at  a 
cost  of  £147,000.  The  Council  is  ever  mindful  of  the  flood  danger 
to  the  town. 


During  the  year,  a  visit  was  paid  to  Long  Eaton  by  the  Notting¬ 
ham  Area  No.  2  Mass  Radiography  l  nit  and  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  W. 
Guthrie,  the  Medical  Director,  for  details  relating  to  the  number  of 
people  x-rayed. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I’.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  f  arm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Alorley,  for  making  available 
the  full  meteorological  information  for  1965. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Physiotherapv  Centre  for  their  Annual  Report  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Centre.  The  work  done  by  the  Centre  still  continues  at  the 
Clinic  on  Derby  Road  and  includes  provision  of  physiotherapy, 
massage,  C.L.Y.  infra  red  and  radiant  heat  therapy,  and  the  loan  of 
medical  equipment.  Appropriate  treatment  is  given  at  a  nominal 
charge  to  patients  referred  by  their  family  doctor.  The  work  of  this 
voluntary  body,  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  Citizens  of  Long  Eaton 
and  District,  since  it  means  that  the  appropriate  treatment  may  be 
obtained  locally  instead  of  having  to  travel  either  to  Nottingham  or 
Derby.  This  saves  the  individual  much  time  and  money.  Physio- 
therapist-in-Charge  is  Mr.  \Y.  A.  Beesley,  M.Phys.A.,  L.P.M.E. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Dr.  J.  B. 
S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance 
throughout  the  year.  To  Mr.  T.  \Y.  Walton,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal 
and  efficient  co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 
To  Air.  G.  F.  Clegg,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Air.  F.  Turner,  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  Air.  P.  Fleming,  Treasurer,  and  Air.  C.  G.  Browne, 
Librarian,  for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Madam,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  vou  have  given  me.

Long  Eaton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  Chest  Clinic  of  its  own  and 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  H.  Morrow  Brown)  attends  every 
Tuesday. 


There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 


Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

I  am  indebted  to  I)r.  W.  Guthrie,  M.B.Ch.B.,  Medical  Director 
of  the  Nottingham  Area  No.  2  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  the  following 
report  on  the  survey  carried  out  by  the  Unit  during  the  period  21st 
December,  1965  to  10th  January,  1966. 

2,690  of  the  general  public  came  for  x-ray  as  compared  with 
2,344  in  1962.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  32%  were  x-rayed  for 
the  first  time  by  this  Unit.  On  this  occasion  the  Unit  stayed  a  little 
longer  than  previously,  but  there  was  not  a  great  increase  in  the 
number  x-rayed,  in  fact  we  could  have  x-rayed  quite  a  few  more  in 
the  time  available. 

There  were  26  doctor’s  referrals  which  was  quite  an  increase 
compared  with  last  time  when  the  number  was  7.  The  importance 
of  this  group  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  2  cases  in  this  group  were 
significant,  i.e.  one  was  a  probable  lung  neo-plasm  and  the  other  a 
spontaneous  pneumothorax.  No  definite  case  of  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  was  discovered,  but  there  were  three  observation  cases 
and  they  were  referred  to  a  Chest  Clinic  for  further  investigation. 
There  were  three  cases  of  observation  (non-T.B.)  and  they  wrere 
referred  also  to  a  Chest  Clinic. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  also  2  cases  ?  diaphrag¬ 
matic  hernia.  Also  one  observation  (non-T.B.)  case  and  one  ?  dia¬ 
phragmatic  hernia  had  normal  miniature  x-ray  films  previously. 
This  illustrates  the  value  of  a  periodic  x-ray  of  the  chest.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


November,  1964  to  October,  1965 


The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  and 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  31st  October,  1965. 

This  year  has  been  a  particularly  difficult  one  for  the  Centre 
owing  to  the  retirement  of  our  Physiotherapist  in  Charge,  and  the 
problem  of  obtaining  a  suitable  successor.  However,  we  were  fortunate 
in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  Nigerian,  Mr.  Thorpe,  on  a  temporary 
basis,  and  although  there  had  been  unfounded  rumours  in  the  town 
that  the  centre  was  closing  down,  resulting  in  a  serious  loss  of  treat¬ 
ments  and  an  inevitable  financial  loss,  the  patients  began  to  come  once 
more  in  increasing  numbers. 

During  the  year,  4,939  treatments  were  given  and  the  cash  re¬ 
ceived  amounted  to  £719.  The  treatments  included  Diathermy, 
Wax  Bath,  Radiant  Heat,  Sun-ray  and  remedial  exercises,  and  we 
have  also  received  the  usual  demand  for  loan  of  appliances  and  in¬ 
valid  chairs.  Although  the  fee  charged  to  the  patient  is  still  only  a 
nominal  one  in  spite  of  increasing  our  charges  in  1964,  we  are  appealing 
for  any  patient  who  is  in  a  position  to  do  so,  to  give  a  little  extra  by 
putting  this  in  the  monetary  box  provided. 

On  the  financial  side  our  Income  has  decreased  and  our  Annual 
Accounts  show  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  of  £268  18s.  Id. 
We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  October  the  Committee  held  a  very 
successful  Coffee  Evening  which  resulted  in  £100  being  put  on  one 
side  for  the  painting  and  decorating  of  the  treatment  rooms,  and  the 
purchase  of  two  electric  heaters.  We  are  particularly  grateful  for  the 
help  given  on  this  occasion  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Inner  Wheel  of  Long 
Eaton  and  other  friends. 

In  March  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr. 
W.  Beesley,  a  qualified  Physiotherapist  with  a  genuine  flair  and  interest 
in  the  work  at  the  Centre.  At  first  he  was  handicapped  by  the  fact 
that  the  Receptionist  had  left,  and  also  by  the  reduced  number  of 
patients  at  the  time  he  was  appointed,  but  his  efforts  are  producing 
fine  results  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  with  Mr.  Beesley’s  help  and 
enthusiasm  in  1966  our  Centre  will  be  used  to  its  full  capacity  with 
a  resultant  brighter  side  financially. 
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We  are  particularly  grateful  to  Miss  Muriel  Taylor  who  volu- 
tarily  helped  tide  us  over  a  difficult  period  until  we  obtained  the 
services  of  a  receptionist,  Miss  J.  Stevenson,  who  we  aie  pleased  to 
report  has  settled  down  very  well  and  is  giving  excellent  service. 

The  Committee  very  much  appreciate  the  interest  and  support 
given  by  members  of  the  public  and  interested  organizations  in  the 
town.  W  ere  it  not  for  this  and  the  grants  received  from  the  Long 
Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society, 
Ilkeston  Petty  Sessional  Division  re  Sunday  Entertainments,  we 
would  be  unable  to  provide  for  the  citizens  of  Long  Eaton  the  excellent 
services  and  facilities  which  are  now  available  at  the  Centre,  which  is 
still  the  only  Centre  in  the  town  to  serve  the  increasing  demand  by 
the  people  of  Long  Eaton  and  district  for  Physiotherapy,  massage, 
heat  and  other  treatments. 

The  Committee  once  more  offers  its  grateful  thanks  and  appre¬ 
ciation  to  all  who  have  helped  in  any  way  this  year  to  tide  us  over  our 
difficulties  and  so  enable  us  to  look  forward  with  renewed  confidence 
to  1966.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  MARCH,  1965 

1  Committee  :  There  were  nine  meetings  of  the  Committee 
during  the  year  and  the  average  attendance  was  17  out  of  a  member¬ 
ship  of  35.  During  the  year  we  lost  the  services  of  two  good  members 
by  the  deaths  of  Air.  H.  Wells  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Ward.  Mr.  Wells  will 
long  be  remembered  for  presenting  the  Wells  Cup  for  road  safety 
in  schools  and  Mr.  Ward  for  his  sterling  work  on  behalf  of  the  Old 
Age  Pensioners. 

New  members  welcomed  during  the  year  were  Mr.  E.  Lawrence 
representing  the  Chamber  of  Trade  (in  place  of  Mr.  V.  Taylor)  and 
Mr.  S.  Elliott  representing  the  Old  Age  Pensioners. 

2  Accident  Statistics  :  In  1965  there  were  299,229  personal  injury 
accidents  on  the  roads  of  Great  Britain,  resulting  in  397,937  casulties, 
and  a  death  roll  of  7,952.  Included  in  these  figures  were  900  children 
killed,  13,962  children  seriously  injured,  and  47,139  children  slightly 
injured. 

The  number  of  accidents  increased  by  2.4%  the  number  of 
casulties  by  3.2%,  the  number  of  deaths  by  7%.  The  number  of 
vehicles  on  the  road  increased  by  8%  to  over  12  million. 

In  Long  Eaton  there  were  252  accidents,  two  of  which  were 
fatal,  130  involving  personal  injury,  108  without  personal  injury  and 
34  accidents  involved  dogs. 

3  Campaigns:  During  the  year  four  campaigns  were  organised; 
viz  ;  the  Winter  Campaign,  the  Road  Safety  Depends  on  You  Cam¬ 
paign,  the  Overtaking  Campaign  and  the  Christmas  Campaign. 
Posters,  leaflets  and  propaganda  material  were  supplied  to  shops, 
offices,  organisations,  schools  and  the  public  library.  Posters  were 
also  displayed  on  hoardings  and  publicity  given  in  the  press. 

4  Cycling  Training  :  With  the  help  of  the  schools,  together  with 
the  Committee’s  own  training  scheme,  a  record  number  of  school 
children  were  trained  in  cycling  proficiency  and  a  record  number 
obtained  certificates  and  badges.  The  total  number  trained  was  132 
and  the  number  of  passes  124. 

5  Cycle  Reliability  Trial  :  A  Cycle  Reliability  Trial  was  held  on 
4th  December  for  those  who  had  obtained  cycling  proficiency  certi¬ 
ficates.  There  were  55  entrants  from  six  schools  but  owing  to  the 
cold  and  wet  weather  on  the  day  of  the  trial,  only  25  actually  competed. 
The  Route  was  from  Wilsthorpe  Road  Car  Park  to  Tamworth  Road, 
along  Tamworth  Road  to  Broad  Street,  Milner  Road,  Lawrence 
Street,  Regent  Street,  Fletcher  Street,  Derby  Road  and  back  to  the 
car  park  on  Wilsthorpe  Road.  The  Davis  Cup  for  Boys  was  won  by 
Malcolm  Wallis  (Roper  School)  with  90  points,  and  the  Beard  Cup 
for  Girls  was  won  by  Julie  Parker  (Wilsthorpe  Secondary  School) 
with  90  points.  Badges  and  diplomas  were  awarded  to  the  runners-up. 
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6  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council:  The  Junior  Council 
continued  to  meet  regularly  each  month  and  have  made  several  useful 
suggestions  tor  road  safety.  They  have  also  assisted  with  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  propaganda  material  in  connection  with  the  road  safety 
campaigns,  and  they  also  assisted  in  taking  a  survey  of  traffic  during 
tby  “Overtaking”  campaign  during  July  to  October. 

County  Road  Safety  Quiz:  A  team  from  the  J.A.P.C.  took  part 
in  the  Count\  Road  Safety  Quiz,  being  narrowly  beaten  in  the  quarter 
finals  by  Shelton  Lock  School. 

8  School  Crossing  Patrols  :  Concern  was  expressed  during  the 
year  at  the  shortage  of  school  crossing  patrols,  and  the  vacancies  were 
advertised  bv  the  Committee.  The  position  has  improved  and  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  is  only  one  vacancy,  all  the  other 
positions  having  been  filled. 

9  Road  Safety  Suggestions  :  Several  suggestions  for  road  safety 
were  made  by  the  Committee  during  the  year  and  approved  by  the 
Long  Eaton  T  .D.C.  viz;  Re-siting  of  bus  shelter,  Tamworth  Road 
(corner  of  Harrington  Street);  re-siting  of  bus  stop  outside  the  Bell 
Hotel,  Sawlcv;  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  Keep  Left  sign  on  Tam¬ 
worth  Road  near  the  Market  Place;  use  of  apex  of  the  Market  Place 
car  park  for  motor  cvclists  only;  erection  of  a  School  sign  on  Tamworth 
Road  at  Myrtle  Avenue  to  indicate  the  Roper  School. 

Other  matters  discussed  were  ;  children  playing  in  Cranmcr 
Street,  the  siting  of  pedestrian  crossings  in  Nottingham  Road  and  the 
painting  of  a  dotted  line  at  the  Junction  of  Oaklevs  Road  and  Maxwell 
Street. 

10  Road  Safety  Wallets:  During  the  year,  1000  stout  manilla 
wallets  were  purchased  with  a  suitable  road  safety  slogan  printed 
thereon,  and  these  were  supplied  to  old  age  pensioners  through  the 
O.A.P.  Association,  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee  and  members 
of  the  Road  Safety  Committee. 

11  Film  Strips:  A  set  of  film  strips  on  the  new  road  signs  was 
purchased  during  the  year,  and  is  available  for  schools  and  organisations. 

12  Tufty  Club  :  A  campaign  was  held  during  the  year  to  increase 
the  membership  of  the  Tufty  Club,  and  as  a  result  the  membership 
in  Long  Eaton  is  now  245.  It  is  hoped  to  form  a  Club  in  Long  Eaton 
so  that  parents  can  meet  together  writh  their  children  to  discuss  and 
practice  Road  Safety. 

13  Safe  Driving  Awards:  Several  local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
in  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Accidents  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made  to 
drivers  employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  and 
Allied  Ironfounders  Ltd. 

14  Junior  Cinema  Club  :  The  Secretary  organised  a  Quiz  for 
members  of  the  Ritz  Junior  Cinema  Club,  and  this  was  held  on  a 
Saturday  afternoon  when  a  large  gathering  of  youngsters  was  present. 
Small  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  best  entrants. 
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15  Presentation  to  Mr.  H.  Plackett  :  To  mark  his  retirement  after 

15  years  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  10  years  as  its  Chairman, 
Mr.  H.  Plackett  was  presented  with  a  framed  testimonial  outlining 
his  services  to  road  safety.  The  presentation  was  made  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  October. 

16  Expenditure  :  The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  was  £221  against 
an  estimate  of  £264. 

17  Conclusion:  In  concluding  this  report,  sincere  tribute  is  paid 
to  all  who  have  assisted  in  any  capacity  in  the  work  of  Road  Safety 
Committee  during  the  past  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

1  am  indebted  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  the 

following  information  relating  to  Water  Supply  : 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Up  to  September,  1965,  the  whole  of  the  area  received  fully 
treated  water  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  From 
September  onwards  water  from  the  Board's  Little  Eaton  Works 
was  introduced  into  the  area  via  the  Drum  Hill  and  Risley  Service 
Reservoirs,  this  water  being  blended  with  Derwent  Valley  Water 
at  both  reservoirs.  A  total  of  56  bacteriological,  2  chemical  and 
44  partial  chemical  samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises 
during  the  year  and  a  further  10  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  new  mains.  Three  of  the  bacteriological  samples 
showed  coliforms  of  which  two  were  non-faecal  and  check  samples 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  third  was  a  new  main  sample 
(i.e.  it  was  not  in  use)  and  after  re-chlorination  and  further  sampl¬ 
ing  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  is  0.14  p.p.m. 
and  of  the  mixed  Little  Eaton  and  Derwent  Valley  waters  is 
approximately  0.35  p.p.m.  Typical  analyses  of  the  two  waters 
are  shown  below. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  supplied  to  consumers  is  liable  to  plumbo 
solvent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

The  Public  Baths,  at  Grange  Park,  Station  Road,  now  comprise 
an  open  air  Swimming  Pool  (open  each  summer  from  the  middle  of 
Mav  until  the  beginning  of  September).  The  Swimming  Pool  is 
152  feet  long  bv  51  feet  wide,  varying  in  depth  from  3  feet  to  8  feet 
6  ins.  with  a  capacity  of  249,000  gallons;  the  water  is  filtered  and 
chlorinated.  The  Slipper  Baths  were  closed  permanently  on  3rd 
September,  1965,  there  being  no  further  demand  for  them.

Season  Tickets  were  held  by  164  children  and  59  adults,  compared 
with  96  and  34  for  1964  and  100  and  32  for  1963. 
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The  swimming  hath  is  used  by  16  Derbyshire  Schools.  The 
Long  Eaton  Swimming  Club  have  exclusive  use  of  the  Bath  on  Tuesday 
evenings.

Mr.  Francis  Turner,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council 
writes  : — 

Following  the  completion  ot  the  new  Surface  Water  Station  and 
the  installation  of  the  pumps,  motors,  control  gear  and  transformer, 
in  May  June  1964,  the  second  stage  of  the  flood  relief  scheme  was  put 
into  commission  in  1965  and  comprised  the  laying  ot  relief  sewers  to 
intercept  the  discharge  into  the  seriously  over-loaded  Tamworth  Road 
sewer. 


I'he  contract  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Thos.  Beighton  Ltd.,  of 
Chesterfield.  Valued  at  £18,275,  it  included  surface  water  sewers 
from  the  Pumping  Station  (i)  in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  Harrington 
Arms,  intercepting  existing  sewers  at  that  point  and  also  at  the  Wilne 
Road  Tamworth  Road  junction,  (ii)  in  a  north-easterly  direction  to 
intercept  existing  sewers  in  Lock  Lane,  Tamworth  Road  and  Draycott 
Road,  (iii)  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  intercept  existing  sewers  in 
Tamworth  Road,  Northfield  Avenue  and  Firs  Street. 

The  over-loading  of  the  existing  15"  diameter  outfall  sewer  is 
now  greatly  alleviated,  and  combined  with  the  new  free  outfall  con¬ 
structed  under  the  first  contract,  the  risk  of  flooding  in  Sawley  during 
periods  of  high  water  in  the  River  Trent  is  considerably  reduced. 

The  works  remaining  to  be  carried  out  as  Stage  III  of  this 
Scheme  are  : — 

(1)  The  construction  of  a  surface  water  pumping  station  at  Lock 
Lane  Crossing,  to  maintain  an  outlet  for  surface  water  from  the 
Reedman  Road/Netherfield  Avenue  area,  at  such  times  as  the 
River  Trent  is  in  flood. 

(2)  The  provision  of  new  surface  water  sewers  in  Arnold  Avenue  and 
Wilne  Road,  to  connect  with  existing  drainage  facilities  at  Shirley 
Street  and  Elvaston  Drive. 

At  a  later  stage  it  will  become  necessary — 

(3)  To  provide  a  new  surface  water  sewer  from  Draycott  Road  along 
Northfield  Avenue  to  connect  with  Wilmot  Street,  and 

(4)  To  re-drain  the  southern  end  of  Mikado  Road  into  the  New  Sawley 
Brook. 


LONG  EATON  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


Mr.  Francis  Turner,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council, 
wiites  : — 


The  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Barton  Lane,  Toton, 
have  continued  to  operate  under  some  difficulty  as  regards  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  disposal  of  sludge.  The  system  of  drying  sludge  on  open 
beds,  inadequate  in  capacity  and  unduly  susceptable  to  weather  con¬ 
ditions,  has  not  proved  satisfactory  and  the  disposal  of  sludge  into 
earth  banked  lagoons  has  had  to  be  resorted  to.  In  spite  of  chemical 
treatment  of  the  sludge,  there  has  been  cause  for  complaint  of  odour 
nuisance  from  the  occupiers  of  residential  properties  in  parts  of  atten- 
borough,  Toton  and  Beeston. 

After  thorough  investigation,  the  Council  have  adopted  pro¬ 
posals  by  their  Consultant  Engineers,  Messrs.  Elliott  &  Brown  of 
Nottingham,  for  the  installation  of  a  mechanical  sludge  pressing 
plant.  The  scheme  received  Ministry  approval  and  a  contract  was 
placed  in  October,  1965  with  Messrs.  S.  H.  Johnston  &  Co.  Ltd., 
Stratford,  London,  E.15,  for  the  manufacture  and  installation  of 
this  specialist  machinery  at  a  cost  of  £51,697.  In  January,  1966,  the 
Council  accepted  a  tender  of  £78,058  from  Messrs.  Thos.  Beighton 
&  Co.  Ltd.,  of  Chesterfield  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary 
buildings,  mixing  tanks,  loading  facilities,  pipe  laying  and  general 
civil  engineering  work  to  accommodate  the  mechanical  plant.  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  contract  is  the  installation  of  intercepting  screening 
plant  for  flocculent  fats  and  improved  arrangements  for  de-sludging 
the  existing  storm  water  tanks. 

It  is  expected  that  this  plant  will  commence  operating  early  in 
1967,  and  it  is  also  anticipated  that  as  well  as  removing  cause  for 
complaint  of  odour  nuisance,  the  quality  of  the  final  effluent  will  be 
improved. 

There  is  at  present  considerable  difficulty  in  ensuring  that  the 
final  effluent  produced  conforms  to  the  standards  required  by  the 
Trent  River  Authority.  This  is  due  basically  to  the  fact  that  extensions 
to  the  works  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  ever  increasing  flow  ot 
sewage  received  for  treatment.  The  Council  are  conscious  of  their 
responsibilities  in  this  matter  and  have  instructed  their  Consultant 
Engineers  to  report  on  the  extent  of  the  works  extensions  necessary 
in  the  period  up  to  1975,  to  enable  them  to  continue  to  fulfil  their 
statutory  duty  as  a  sewage  disposal  authority.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  mv  twenty-second  Annual  Report 
as  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing  : 

During  the  year  1965  137  dwellings  were  let  as  follows;  2  for 
rehousing  tenants  from  condemned  property,  6  to  emergency  cases, 
40  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  two  years, 
8  to  tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bed- 
roomed  houses,  26  to  tenants  allowed  to  transfer  from  one  council 
house  to  another,  2  to  council  employees,  2  to  Tuberculosis  cases 
and  51  bungalows  and  Hats  to  old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  243  housing  applications  and  106  appli¬ 
cations  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

Slaughterhouses  : 

All  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  and  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

We  are  no  nearer  to  a  solution  of  the  problem  which  will  arise 
in  the  near  future  as  to  what  we  shall  do  with  our  refuse. 

Ministry  Officials  discouraged  suggestions  that  an  incinerator 
should  be  built  and  advised  finding  temporary  tipping  facilities  to 
allow  some  of  the  larger  Authorities  to  try  out  new  incineration  methods 
and  an  approach  to  the  Town  Planning  Officer  that  landscape  de¬ 
velopment  by  tipping  much  above  normal  ground  level  was  not  well 
received. 

However,  if  the  experiments  in  delivering  milk  in  disposable 
plastic  bags  which  are  being  carried  out  in  parts  of  the  country  are 
successful  from  the  trade  point  of  view,  we  could  be  faced  with  the 
problem  of  having  to  cope  with  the  disposal  of  30  to  40  thousand  of 
these  plastic  bags  each  day. 

A  second  continous  loading  vehicle  was  purchased,  and  the 
men  now  favour  this  type  of  vehicle  which  is  easier  to  load. 

Salvage  : 

The  amount  of  salvage  collected  and  sold  showed  a  substantial 
increase  but  the  costs  also  increased  and  there  was  a  greater  loss. 
The  new  press  which  has  recently  replaced  one  which  had  become 
worn  out  and  dangerous  should  eliminate  the  necessity'  for  working 
overtime  in  baling. 
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Trade  Refuse  : 

The  loss  on  trade  refuse  was  very  substantially  reduced  and  this 
year  (i.e.  1966-67)  should  be  much  more  satisfactory  as  more  realistic 
charges  were  made. 

Our  collection  and  disposal  costs  still  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  most  authorities  as  shown  by  the  following  figures  from 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  publication  relating 
to  costs  for  year  ended  31st  March,  1964.

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  J.  Markland,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 

183  samples,  including  62  milks,  were  taken  in  the  area  of  the 
Long  Eaton  LT.D.C.  during  the  year  1965. 

One  sample  of  milk  contained  a  trace  of  penicillin.  The  farmer  was 
notified  verbally  and  a  subsequent  sample  was  satisfactory. 

Informal  samples  of  Canned  Ginger  Ale  and  Canned  Sweet 
Lemonade  contained  excess  lead.  These  were  from  the  same  shop 
but  different  brands.  Further  samples  of  each  were  taken  and  the 
original  findings  confirmed.  Remaining  stocks  were  condemned. 
An  informal  sample  of  Canned  Ginger  Beer  from  the  same  retailer 
also  contained  excess  lead.  This  was  the  last  of  this  particular  brand 
in  stock  and  no  further  action  was  taken. 

A  sample  of  Mixed  Pickles  contained  the  Preservative  Benzoic 
Acid  which  is  not  allowed  in  pickles.  No  further  stocks  were  found 
at  the  shop  concerned  but  the  article  will  be  sampled  when  found 
elsewhere.  An  informal  followed  by  a  formal  sample  of  Mixed  Salad 
also  contained  Benzoic  Acid  Preservative.  A  caution  notice  was  issued. 

Two  samples  were  submitted  by  your  Authority  following  con¬ 
sumer  complaints.  Foreign  matter  in  a  bottle  of  milk  consisted  of 
dried  milk  protein  together  with  a  small  fly  and  fly  larvae.  The  residue 
of  milk  whilst  drying  on  the  bottle  could  have  been  contaminated 
bv  flies  and  the  bottle  washing  process  failed  to  remove  this  residue. 
A  paraffin-like  smell  was  confirmed  in  Canned  Corned  Beef.  This 
taint  was  almost  certainly  derived  from  the  sealing  compound  used 
on  the  can.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1966,  the  charges  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping,  etc.,  realised  £2116  and  the  value 
of  the  materials  salvaged  was  £5920. 


The  Cleansing  Department  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost 
from  the  Highways,  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of 
the  Council  ;  from  other  firms  on  payment  of  3/-  per  load. 


The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  12,310. 


By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £22  10s.  Od. 


The  Shardlow  R.D.C.  collect  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  from 
two  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacre  Lock  at  a  cost  of  £1  10s.  Od. 
per  house,  per  annum.
